Exhibition Of Stamps 
Of Netherlands And 
Colonies Being Made 


On March 17th the Holland 
House Corporation of the Neth- 
erlands presented in its Lobby 
Show Room of 10 Rockefeller 
Plaza, an extensive exhibition of 
the stamps of Holland and its 
colonies, prepared by the mem- 
bers of Netherlands and Colonies 
Philatelists. (Open to April 17th, 
weekdays 10 a. m.-5:30 p. m., 
admission free.) The preceding 
evening a preview was held in 
connection with the regular meet- 
jing of this stamp society, one of 
the oldest specialist groups in this 
region. 

The showing should prove of 
interest to all collectors, from the 
mere amateur to the most har- 
dened specialist. Indeed, even the 
non-collectcr may wish to devote 
a few minutes of his time to gaze 
upon the various scenes depicting 
the life and culture of the peoples 
of this courageous member of the 
United Nations, and upon the por- 
traits of the members of the 
House of Orange, past and pres- 
ent, who have governed them. 

Features 

Among the highlights of the 
Holland stamps exhibited is the 
showing of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 by Mr. 
Mortimer De Groot, in singies, 
pairs, strips, blocks and covers, 
with cancellation varieties and 
shades, in the last group one of 
three known copies of the rare 5 
cent black blue. In another frame 
Mr. De Groot shows issues from 
1869-1872, and in still another 
more recent items, among which 
are to be noted complete sheets 
of the Exhibition issue of 1924 and 
the Internment stamp of World 
War 1 whose use was discontinued 
when it was found that secret 
messages were conveyed hidden 
under its large format. A unique 
item is presented by the complete 
sheets of proofs of the 5 cent of 
the-1867 issue, shown by Mr. John 
K. Rietdijk; no sheets of the man- 
ufactured stamp exist, and no 
other complete sheets of proofs 
are known, so that the extreme

West Virginia Pays 
Tribute To M‘ Arthur 


Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced March 18, the 
establishment of a fourth-class 
postoffice at MarArthur, Raleigh 
County, West Virginia, in honor of 
General Douglas MacArthur, just 
placed in supreme command over 
the navies, air forces and armies 
of the Uhited_ Nations in the Pa- 
cific area. 

This is the first postoffice in 
the country to bear the name of 
the distinguished American Gen- 
eral. MacArthur’s first postmas 
ter will be Mrs. Lausie A. Shrews- 
bury. She has a husband and 
three children, one of whom, a 
son, James E., has been serving 
in the Army Air Corps since 
January 8, 1941, Her commission 
was mailed to her March 17, the 
day on which General MacArthur 
assumed command of the battle 
forces of the United Nations in 
the Pacific Zone. 

The new postoffice is located 
in the heart of the coal mining 
region of West Virginia. In the 
petition from the citizens of Mac- 
Arthur received at the Post Of- 
fice Department requesting the 
establishment of the office, it was 
declared that such action should 
be taken “as an expression of 
their admiration and respect for 
General Douglas MacArthur and 
as being both timely and fitting.”

Many Old Valuable 
Stamps Would Then 
Be Sold By Agents 


Several weeks ago there ap- 





| peared under News Service head- 


lines an appeal to save old postage 
Stamps for the D. A. R. or the 
American Red Cross. It was re- 
presented that these stamps were 
to be shipped to England where 
the DYE would be extracted from 
them and that the price to be paid 
for the stamps to the charitable 
institutions was to be 37e per 
pound. Besides the appeals 
through newspapers, and these 
appeals appeared under News 
Service headings all over America, 
the Radio also gave notice of the 
gathering of the stamps for the 
reputed purpose of extracting the 
dye from the colors in the stamps. 

At a broadcast some few weeks 
ago Fulton Lewis, one of our fa- 
vorite commentators spoke in a 
very sincere manner, in reply to 
who had written “fim 
about saving the stamps for the 
dye to be recovered. Mr. Lewis 
assured the child that such was 
the purpose of the collecting of 
the stamps. 

Anyone would know that Ful- 
ton Lewis would know, if he 
stopped to think for a minute 
that the amount of dye that 
could be salvaged from a few 
ounces of postage stamps would be 
negligible and that the cost of 
salvage would be prohibitive, yet 
it seems that the editor of Linn’s 
Weckly Stamp News was the 
only person in this country who 
thought about the matter rather 
than be taken in by the misre- 


presentation of the person or 
persons at the bottom of the 
scheme. 


Bear in mind that Linn’s Week- 
ly Stamp News heartily approves 
any plan or scheme that might 
provide money or funds for war 
work of any nature, but we doa 
insist that the plan and scheme 
must be clean and above board 
|}and not one promoted by mis- 
representation or subterfuge. 

The sponsors of the plan as 
originally promoted did not want 
American stamp collectors and 
dealers to become aware of the 
fact that they were, through aid 
of the D. A. R. and other Chari- 
table organizations, combing 
America of all the old postage 
stamps that could be gathered by 
their method. Bear in mind that

THE COLUMBIAN ISSUE 


The Columbian series, our first commemoratives, were issued 
for the first World’s Fair at Chicago. They were perf. 12, unwater- 
marked, and, with the exception of the 8c, were issued on Jan. 2 
1893, the 8¢ being delayed until March 3d. 

The 1lc—Columbus in Sight of Land—is from a painting by 
Wm. H. Powell, and shows Columbus as smooth shaven. It is record- 
ed in blue, deep blue and pale blue, all of equal value, and there are 
no minor varieties known except double transfer and stitch water- 
mark, neither being high priced. 449,195,550 were issued. Plates used: 
rise id to 55, P65 to 69, MMI149 to 53, OO159 to 63 and

THE FLEET OF COLUMBUS 


The 2c—Landing of Columbus—is from the painting by Van- 
derlyn, now in the Capitol at Washington, and shows Columbus with 
a full bear. It is recorded in violet, deep violet and gray violet. 
It is known unperforated in unused condition. Also with double and 
triple transfers and stitch watermark, only the triple transfer 
being progressive according to the wear of the plate. 1,464,588,750 
figure to the left of Columbus has a nick in the brim of his hat, this 
being progressive accordng to the wear of the plate. 1,464,588,750 
stamps were issued from plate F26 to 30, G31 to 35, H36 to 40, 141 
to 45, O65 to 64, Q70 to 74, U83 to 87, X94 to 98, GG119 and GG123, 
all 100 stamps to the plate. With 200 stamps to the plate: Al to 5, 
Cll to 15, E21 to 25, T78 to 82, V88 to 92, EE109 to 113, FF114 
to 118, HH124 to 128, JJ134 to 138, KK139 to 143, LL144 to 148, NN154 
to 158, PP164 to 168, QQ169 to 173, RR174 to 178, SS179 to 183, 
TT184 to 188, and UU189 to 193. 


The 3c—Flagship of Columbus—from a Spanish engraving, 


shows the Santa Maria, a partly decked vessel with a crew of but 50 
men. It is recorded in green, dull green and dark green, with double 
transfer and stitch wmk., both very scarce. 11,501,250 were issued 
from plates L56, L57, R75 and R76. 

The 4c—Fleet of Columbus—is taken from an old engraving. 
It appears in ultramarine, with deep and dull shades, and there is a 
scarce 


double transfer. Also an error in color, one sheet having been

were issued, all from plates D16 to D20. 

The 5c—Columbus Soliciting Aid from Isabelle—is froin a 
painting by Brozik which is now in the Met. Museum of Art 
in New York. It is recorded in chocolate, dark chocolate, pale brown 
and yellow brown. Scarce double transfers and stitch wmk. are 
known. 35,248,250 were printed from plates B6 to B10. 

The 6c—Columbus Welcomed at Barcelona—is from the bronze 
door by Randolph Rogers which is in the Capitol at Washington. 
On the sides are effigies of King Ferdinand and Balboa. It appears in 
dull purple and red violet, with rather common double transfers and 
stitch wmk. 4,707,550 were issued from plate Z104. 

The 8c—Columbus Restored to Favor—is from a painting by 
Francisco Jover. It is recorded in magenta, with light and dark 
shades, and there is a scarce double transfer. 10,656,550 were issued, 
all from plates 11129 to 11133. 

The 10c—-Columbus Presenting Natives—is from a painting by 
Luigi Gregori, now at Notre Dame Univ. at South Bend, Indiana. 
It appears in black brown, dark brown and gray black, and with 
rather common double transfer and stitch wmk. 16,516,950 were is- 
sued from plates Y99 to Y103. 

The 15c—Columbus Announcing His Discovery—is from a paint- 
ing by R. Baloca which is now in Madrid. It is recorded in green and 
dull green, with very scarce double transfer and stitch wmk. There 
were but 1,576,950 isued, all from plate M58. 

The 30c—Columbus at La Rabida—from a painting by R. Maso, 
is in orange brown and bright orange brown, with a scarce stitch 
wmk variety. 617,250 were printed from plate N59. 

The 50c—Recall of Columbus—is from a painting by A. G. 
Heaton which is now in the Capitol. It is recorded in slate blue and 
dull slate blue, with double and triple transfers, all very scarce. 
243,750 were issued, all from plate S77. 

The $1—Isabella Pledging her Jewels—taken from a painting 
By Munos DeGrain, which is now in Madrid, is recorded in salmon 
and dark salmon, a scarce double transfer being known. There were 
55,050 issued, all from plate W93. 

The $2—Columbus in Chains—taken from a painting by K. 
Leutze which is now in Providence, R. L, is in brown red only, 
with no minor varities known. 45,550 issued, all from plate AA105. 

The $3-—Columbus Describing his Third Voyage—is from the 
painting by Jover. It appears in yellow green, pale yellow green 
and olive green with no minor varieties known. 27,650 were issued 
from plate BB106. 

The $4—Columbus and Isabella—Columbus from a painting by 
Lotto and Isabelle from a Madrid picture, is recorded in crimson 
lake and rose carmine, with no minor varieties. 26,350 were issued 
from plate CC107. 

The $5—Profile of Columbus—is from a cast owned by the Trea- 
sury Department from which the Columbian half dollar was 
struck. It appears in black and grayish black, with no minor 
varieties. 27,350 were issued, all from plate DD108.

importance of this remarkable 
recent find is readily realized. Mr. 
Johannes de Kruyf exhibits pages 
from his 20th century collection, 
and prefixed thereto another rar- 
ity, the unique Type VI of the 
single sheet of the 1881 issue of 
postage due stamps_ surcharged 
SPECIMEN and sent to the Pos- 
tal Union at Berne. 

Netherlands East Indies has 
been much in the news recently 
and particularly appropriate are 
pages from Prof. A. Arthur Schil- 
ler’s collection of maps of the In- 
dies illustrating post offices from 
1884 to date. In another frame 
are pages from his_ specialized 
collection of the 10 cent brown of 
the 1870-88 issue, which depicts 
well the intricacies of plate recon- 
struction, Mr. Witsenburg has 
contributed a complete collection 
of Netherlands East Indies, all in 
mint collection. 

The illustrated collection of 
Curacao, replete with maps and 
covers, constitutes the most ex- 
haustive study of the post offices 
of that colony that has been seen 
in this area, and is representative 
of the extensive holdings of that 
dean of Netherlands and colonies 
philatelists, Mr. Sidney Lake. The 
stamps of Curacao are shown by 
Mr. de Kruyf, whose excellent 
write-ups always distinguish his 
exhibits. Surinam complete, mint 
and used, with varieties and co- 
vers included, is exhibited by Mr. 
Solo Goldsmith. 

The exhibition of airmail cov- 
ers, with illustrative commentary, 
is from Capt. Robert H.  Sittig’s 
collection of flights between Hol- 
land and its colonies; note par- 
ticularly the rare proof flight of 
1924 from Holland to the East 
Indies. The artistic beauty of the 
philatelic productions of Enschede 
and Sons, long the major printer 
of Netherlands and_ colonies 
stamps, appears from Mr. John 
Bouman’s collection of blocks of 
four. . 

Many of the above collections 
or particular items thereof have 
been written up in various stamp 
periodicals, several, indeed, in the 
two numbers of STAMPS (March 
1 and May 17, 1941) that were 
made up of contributions of mem- 
bers of Netherlands and Colonies 
Philatelists, under the editorship 
of its president, Prof. A. Arthur 
Schiller. Now metropolitan phila- 
telists may see for themselves the 
items there described. And if 
sufficient interest has been arous- 
ed, and any visitors wish to join 
Netherlands and Colonies Phila- 
telists, please communicate with 
the secretary, Mr. Johannes de 
Kruyf, 45 Quincy Lane, West 
Englewood, N. J.

Wells Fargo and Co, operated a 
combination mail and baggage car 
in Havana Cuba. Whether it 
operated only within the city and 
whether mail was cancelled or not 
I do not know. I have a photo of 
the car and it is rather modern 
so evidently the service was in 
rather recent operation. Can any- 
one give me any additional infor- 
mation on this? 





With the increasing interest in 
South American countries now 
is a good time to be on the look 
out for R.P.O. covers from these 
countries. Most of them have or 
have had Railway Mail Service 
and some of the earlier cancels 
are very fancy. 





Here’s one that is evidently an 
R.P.O. cancel but I have no in- 
formation on it. E. ST. LOUIS./ 
RELAY DEPOT. There are no 
signs on the letters R. M. S. or R. 
P, O. the usual identifying marks 
of railway cancels, Can some one 
tell me more about this one? 

I would like some information 
on TRANSIT markings. Are they 
R.P.O. markings and what do 
they signify? They seem to occur 
most frequently about 1900. 


During World War I much of 
the mail received from the A.E.F. 
was back stamped at the Chelsea 
Term. R. P. O. It might be well 
to watch soldier mail of units out 
of the country for similar mark- 
ings on this war, 





In the Postal Bulletin of Dec. 
20, 1941 appeared a set of War 
Time Postal Instructions. In part 
it said; A study should be made of 
alternate transportation and space 
facilities to embrace terminals, 
railroads, air routes, steamboats, 
bus lines, regular and temporary 
star and mail messenger routes. 

Upon disruption of transporta- 
tion facilities, the Division Su- 
pertendent shall immediately; 
Use all available facilities and 
personnel for the protection of 
the mail, salvage of Government 
property, and the resumption of 
postal service at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The mails must be 
protected under any and all cir- 
cumstances. THE MAILS MUST 
GO THROUGH. 

Whether the above will mean 
any cancels showing delay or 
rerouting due to any war disrup- 
tions I do not know but it will be 
well to keep a look out for such 
cancels, 


Columbia and Sheffield R.P.O. 
was shortened to Columbia and 
Florence, a difference of five 
miles in length. Probably a new 
cancel will result. 





As this is the first column writ- 
ten since Ckristmas let me thank 
all of you who so kindly remem- 
bered me with cards. Space does 
not permit my naming you all. 


I have been wondering why ma- 
chine vancels appear only on the 
street car R.P.O.’s, I should think 
that the amount of mail cancelled 
on some of the steam roads would 
call for machine cancels. Evi- 
dently the machines proved satis- 
factory as they were used on sev- 
eral different routes up until the 
final discontinuance of the street 
ear R.P.O.’s. I do not have any 
record of the use of machines on 
any other routes. Of course the 
terminal offices and the transfer 
offices use machines. 


I have quite a few R.P.O. can- 
cels cut 2x4 that I will send to 
anyone sending an enevlope for 
the return of same. No rarities but 
you might find a new one or two. 





I would be glad to hear of any 
frames of R.P.O. that are entered 
in any exhibits. It seems to me 





that there are very few such dis- 
plays of the modern cancels par- 
ticularly. An attractive frame 
of the modern R.P.O. cancels 
should attract a lot of attention. 
Why not get up an exhibit for 
the local club and show what 
R.P.O. cancels really are. 


In looking over some old covers 
I came across one that has me 
wondering if it is an R.P.O. can- 
cel. It reads GRAND ISLAND 
STATION/NEB without the 
outer circle. It is on a cover with 
a three cent green of the bank- 
note issue. There is no indication 
in the cancel that it is an R, P, O. 
cancel but the owner had it in 
with his R.P.O. It is a new one to 
me. If any one can tell me the 
story of this cancel I would like 
to hear it. 


The present day DRIFT and 
RED BANK was at one time 
called DRIFT and R. B. FUR. I 
have seen a cancel with this 
wording from the days of the 
Agent markings. 


Can any one supply the miss- 
ing words in this cancel? N. OR- 
LEANS.OPELOUSAS RAIL- 
ROAD CO. Have seen two of 
these cancels in both of which the 
wording was indistinct, on the 
cover there was the additional 
marking WAY and on the other 
STEAM. I wonder if it could be 
that the one rnarked STEAM was 
carried on a boat as that is the 
usual boat marking. 





What is the earliest date when 
train numbers appeared in the 
cancel. Sometime in the early nin- 
ties is the earliest I remember 
seeing. : 





In looking over a lot all with 
the three cent green banknote 
stamps on the covers I found a 
lot of Ash and Oil City R. R. and 
the reverse of this Oil City and 


‘Ash. Agent. Why is one direction 


an Agent and the opposite R. R. 
I wonder if this occured on other 
routes as well. If any of you have 
an opportunity to check please 
let me know. 





Mr. George Ellis writes to say 
that the Satt. and Halls I men- 
tioned probably started and end- 
ed at a junction hence the fact 
that there was no post office at 
either end. Mr. Ellis mentioned 
another narrow guage R.P.O., that 
I had not known of before. The

Mr. Carl L. McCluney §an- 
Swered my query about clerks 
from one R.P.O. performing the 
work on another R.P.O. He says, 
“There are several causes for 
R.P.O clerks of one organization 
performing tke service on an- 
other. Clerks run on what is call- 
ed a 40 hour week. This does not 
mean that clerks actually put in 
forty hours on the trains.

Plans For The Future 


It has of course been evident to readers of this publication that 
something of great importance concerning both this publication 
and the publishers of same, Linprint Inc. has been taking shape. 


I had written an article in an attempt to briefly explain the 
matter as it has now de »veloped, but even after preparing copy that 
would require a full page in this paper, I find that there is so much 
more that might be said to give a complete explanation that I have 
concluded that the best plan will be to omit explanations, and to 
state the facts as briefly as possible for I am certain that many of 
our readers will prefer such a plan. 

I want to say however that those who are entitled to a thorough 
explanation will have same in due time 

Due to the war situation, the corporation of Linprint is being 
liquidated for the benefit of creditors. Dozens of Printing plants, 
large and small in all parts of the country, have failed because of 
this situation in the past two months. 


Due to this failure, the losses of Mrs. Linn and myself will 
amount to no less than $10,000, which in effect takes everything we 
have unless the final accounting may icave a small equity in the 
real es‘ate involved. 


In the arrangements which have been made, George W. Linn, 
purchased from the Trustee in charge of Liquidation, the entire 
rights to Linn’s Weekly Stamp News A proper Bill of Sale for the 
publication has been duly prepared and delivered to George W. 
Linn who henceforth becomes sole owner of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News and the consideration paid for the publication goes into the 
asscts of the Corporation for the benefit of creditors. 

Having lost all we possess in this transaction, with the exception 
of a sum of cash which totaled less than $300 and which represents 
the sum in my personal bank account, it was necessary in the pur- 
chase of the publication that I give'a note for security of the pur- 
chase price. 

I am therefore confronted with a situation whereby without 
adequate funds I must produce this publication at a profit and mect 
that obligation. I am confident it can be done. My first problem was 
to post the sum of $300 cash for preparation and arrangement of 
the new mailing list and new method of mailing that is to be used 
in mailing this publication. My next problem is to pay for the 
—— of the paper week by week as the issues are pre- 
pared. 

I hope to be able to mect these obligations by having the sup- 
port of advertising patrons whom I kindly ask that they will meet 
their advertising accounts promptly in order that a steady flow of 
necessary cash may come to our office. 

In the sale of the publication, I obtained rights to all advertis- 
ing accounts and billing for advertising in all issues of the publica- 
tion for the month of March. This includes the issues of March 7, 
March 14 and this final issue of March 26. 

Due to the necessity for a change in the form of addressing and 
mailing, made necessary by the new method of production and mail- 
ing of this paper, it was impossible, after the final setthement and 
the issue of March 14 to get the new mailing plans in operation for 
an issue on March 21st and for this reason the issue for that date has 
been skipped. 

All bills for advertising, for space used in the publication prior 
to the issues of March will be due and payable to the Trustees for 
the Creditors. All bills and accounts of all kind, payable to Linprint 
Inc., for Merchandise or for printing will likewise be payable to the 
Trustee. Linprint as a corporation will cease to exist. 

With regard to all orders for merchandise which have been 
sent to Linprint in the past two months, the Trustce has given 
assurance through legal agreement that orders will be filled where 
possible and where impossible to fill, proper cash refund will be 
made. I am personally interested in knowing that this be done and 
invite any person who does not receive proper filling of order or 
proper refund when due to report the complete transaction to me. 

At the same time it is advised that no further orders of any 
kind and no business transactions of any nature be entered into with 
Linprint since the corporation is being liquidated. 

So soon as this situation is taken care of, arrangements will be 
made whereby mail for Linprint will be transferred to my address 
and I shall make every effort to give such mail the attention due 
same. In the meantime, my hands are tied as regards any mail ad- 
dressed to Linprint and as concerns the books and records of the 
Corp. and thus if any former customer of Linprint desires to con- 
tact me, letters should be addressed to me personally or to Linn’s 
Weckly Stamp News. 

. You now have in your hands the first issue of what we plan 
to make a real Weekly Philatelic Newspaper. The plans we have in 
mind, the method of production and all other details are so vast 
that we hope to take a bit of space from week to week and tell 
you the whole story. Suffice to say now that Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News will be the only stamp publication in the country which is 
printed and produced entirely in the same method and manner as 
are the big city newspapers. This means a big saving in cost of pro- 
duction and this saving is being passed on to the advertising patron. 
At a later date we plan to give you a story of the complete me- 
chanical detail of publication. 

Right now however our problem is to insure the future of this 
publication by a steady flow of the necessary cash to take care of 
weekly obligations. I am confident that after the first few weeks 
this situation will take care of itself. One must however have a small

terest as has our expose of this 
scheme to clean out the stamps 


from America. 
There are doubtless many 
American stamp dealers who 


would gladly purchase these ac- 
cumulations at 37c per pound 
and save shipping expense to 
England. 

Among the various letters that 
have come to our office are let- 
ters in which our readers have re- 
ferred to inquiries made of 
chemists as to the feasibility of 
recovering dye from old stamps. 

One reader stated that a chem- 
ist had told him that the amount 
of dye that could be extracted 
from a pound of stamps as re- 
ceived on paper would amount to 
probably one or two drops of dye 
at the most and that the cost of 
reclaiming the dye would be 
much more than the 37c per 
pound of stamps which is the 
price to be paid for them 

This alone is evidence of the 
fact that the manner and mcthod 
by which the sponsors of the 
scheme have bilked the American 
public into gathering and send- 
ing the stamps is a misleading 
and un-Amcrican method. 

On the other hand, there are 
great possibilities for the collect- 
ing of millions, even billions of 
old postage stamps to be sold for 
chartiable purposes, but they 
should never be sacrificed at a 
flat 37 cents per pound to any 
schemers. 


There are today, millions of 
dollars worth of old _ postage 


stamps laying in city, county and 
state office buildings and _ insti- 
tutions in every part of America. 
There are unlimited quantities of 
old stamps laying in the attics of 
old homes. Much of this material 
could be salvaged today for hon- 
orable charitable institutions in- 
terested in war work, but the 
task ,should be in the hands of 
someone who will present the 
story in its true form and who 
through an honest and sincere 
method may create confidence in 
the public and thus secure their 
whole hearted assistance. 

To ask for old stamps clipped 
or torn from envelopes will result 
in the destruction of thousands 
upon thousands of dollars of the 
value of the material recovered 
as any stamp collector should 
be able to tell you. 

There is a market in America 
for all the stamps that can be re- 
covered from American Mail. To- 
day, the finest stamps of rare 
collections from all parts of the 
world, are being sold in American 
Stamp Auctions. Why ship stamps 
to England and have the choice 
material culled out and resold 
in New York or in other American 
cities.

“Canadian postage stamps 
are printed from inks coloured by 
mineral pigments. They do not 
contain aniline dyes and it is 
useless to send them in for sal- 
vage purposes as the mineral col- 
ours they bear are not recoverable 
except at prohibitve cost. There 
is no shortage of the colours used 
in the manufacture of Canadian 
postage stamps.” 


“The radio appeal mientioned 
above was not made on the au- 
thority of the Post Office Depart- 
ment of Canada, nor was the De- 
partment consulted before it was 
made. Perhaps it related to the 
stamps of Great Britain and was 
intended for the people of the 
British Isles. The Department re- 
grets that it cannot make any 
use of the stamps sent in and ad- 
vises the public not to forward 
further consigments.”

Coilectors all know that South 
African Stamps are issued in 
sheets with alternate stamps in 
Dutch and English, bi-lingual we 
call them. The censor labels on 
the covers are also in the same 
manner, the left half in Dutch, 
the right half in English.

From Mrs. Madge Stephens, of 
Johannesburg, South Africa, we 
have a copy of the “Active Serv- 
ice Letter Card” which is pro- 
vided for South African Troops 
serving in North Africa and the 
Far East. Altho called a Letter 
Card it is a paper folder which 
can be sealed and bears a print- 
ed front with a 3d stamp printed 
on same, all printed in blue ink. 
The stamp is of Scott Type A38, 
that one with the Dutch Inscrip- 
tion. Whether these are also is- 
sued with the stamp A37 with 
English inscription we do not 
know. 

The folder is inscribed “If any- 
thing is enclosed, this card will 
be sent by ordinary mail” and at 
lower edge of the folder, “When 
folded, the letter card must con- 
form in size and shape to the blue 
border, within which the address 
only may be written.” The entire 
front of the card is enclosed by 
a blue border line.
